is a "beauty parlor" where they're 
giving hourglass figures nnd now com- 
plexions to H bunch of piys. 


Serious .scientists 
are 
concerned 


about the shape of a hog's hiiv.l leg 
and worry about the rosy bliwh on 
his bristled skin. It isn't silly—it may 
mean millions to fanners in "the U. S. 
midlands, where community economy 
is scared to hog profits. 


The federal research men want a 


better meat hog, one that thrives un- 
der U. S. conditions, utilizes his feed 
to attain market size sooner, nnd 
yields a learner, more desirable car- 
cass. 


They started their experiments when 


vegetable oils began to cut heavily 
into the lard market. U. S. breeders 
had developed the best lard-type hogs 
in the world—waddling blimps up- 
holstered in fat. The hog experts fear- 
ed a day when U. S. hog raisers would 
be penalized bocmi.sc the lard-type 


hog doesn't produce the lean meat 
cuts consitdcred ideal. 


So they set nbout developing n monl- 


lype breed, ns insurance against the 
dny when lord-type hogs might be 
uneconomic nnd consequently unprof- 
itable. 


Subject to Sunburn 


Denmark

developed such a 


breed, called the Landracr hog. These 
yielded a higher percetitnge of hums 
bacon and loin, less sheer fat. Land- 
race bacon is as high sis '10 per con I 
loan meat, compared to lows of 12 per 
cent in lard-type carcasses. 


Why don't (hey simply import Lund- 


race hogs, and gradually replace the 
lard-type porkers? It isn't thai sim- 
ple. 


The Innclrace is a pinky-while hog. 


His complexion is all right in cool 
Donmnrk, but he sunburns something 
scandalous in the Midwest. A sun- 
burned hng mopes and loses weight, j 
runs up feeding costs. The Landrace 
legs were too weak for bi« U. S. 
farms where a hug must rustle his 
groceries. Hogs had never had to de- 
velop long-range 
underpinning 
on 


tiny Danish farms. 


So the U. S. experimental farm tack- 


led the problem of re-assembling di- 
vergent breeds into n composite hog 
to fit American requirements. 


The scientists crossed the Landrace 


with black Poland Chinas and red 
Duroc Jerseys. 
They 
crossed the 


hybrid back to Landrace stock. They 
wanted to 'fix that idea Landrace 
architecture, the hourglas figure that 
denotes super-hums, better bacon and 
more loin. 


Under Mendlinn law, a certain pro- 


portion of the hybrid litters inherited 
the dark coloring of their Ruroe und 
Poland China ancestors. These dark 
segregates will be mated, us the cx- 
l*priment progresses, and will produce 
increasingly large numbers of dark- 
complexioned hogs. 


Ultimately, they hope to breed a 


"new" hog, one that combines the 
Landrace characteristics with the anti- 
sunburn skin and strong legs and gen- 
eral utility of the American hog. 


Ignore Cur run I Trend 


The Department of Agricviittiro em- 


phasizes the experiments are not com- 
plete. It isn't ready to send nny hogs 
out for Ic.st.s on farms. The experi- 
menters haven't "fixed" the type they 
wanl. They check and re-check the 
feed necessary to bring the various 
type to prime market weight. They 
compare the carcasses after slaughtei 
It's a long-time job. 


There's proof at hand that they take 


the long view. Just now, with world 
conditions in chaos and the govern- 
ment uncertain about food that will 
be needed, hog price* have been fixed 
at $'.) a hundred-weight. That price is 
an incentive to fanners to feed hogs 
heavier than the normal weight, nnd 
make the lard-type porker a profit- 
able proposition. 


But the experiments on the U. S. 


farm go on. When the world regains 
sanity, and conditions are normal, 
there'll be a place for the ideal meal- 
type hog. 


When the work is done, the "custom 


built" crossbreds will go out to do a 
more economical job of converting 
corn into premium grade pork. That 
will mean plenty of corn-hog country.

Well, any product made up of any 


pcftion^of these varied "wools," now 
has to "tell all" so consumers won't 
have anything put over on 'em. 


It sounds quite simple until you 


get to the label. There you are apt 
to find these mysterious designation: 


Fifty P. C. Wool. 
Thirty P. C. Reprocessed Wool. 
Ten P. C. Reused Wool. 
Ten P. C. Other Fibers. 
The "fifty p. wool" part 
seems 


simple enough, and so does the "oth- 
er fibers" classification—which might 
mean cotton, rayon, or silk. Oh yes 
—there may be an "ornamentation ex- 
cepted" clause tacked on, too. But 
the business of "reprocessed" and 
"reused" is tougher. 


When woolen products are not us- 


ed—go out of style or dye badly, or 
something—they are often bought up 
by a reprocessiong concern. Here they 
are put through a "garnetting ma- 
chine," which chews them up, pulls 
them apart, and reduces them to fiber 
again. Then the fiber is respun, wov- 
en, dyed, and made into new clothes, 
felts, or blankets. 


All right. So. what? 


Reprocessed, Reused Wools Arc 


Weaker 


the new goods made of 
this 


'reprocessed wool' aren't quite 
as 


strong or soft or full of life as goods 
made from the same grade of virgin, 
new wool—although they might be 
better than goods made from a. lower 
grade virgin wool. 


It stands to reason that breaking 


up the fiber, heating and soaking the 
wool again weakens it is some way. 
The Federal Trade Commission de- 
finitely supports this contention. 


Now as to the "reused" part of the 


label. This means the wool has been 
salvaged after actual sale and use 
—maybe from a ragman or junk deal- 
er, maybe from rummage sale or se- 
condhand clothes stores. It is "gar- 
netted" just like the reprocessed stuff, 
but, 
of rourse, it has to be steriliz- 


and cleaned besides. 


Hearings before congress on the 


Labeling Act, as well as Trade Com- 
mbission findings, prove without doubt 
that ''reused" wool is inferior to both 
the other classifications in wearing 
capacity. 


Have you ever heard the term 'shod- 


dy'? That is what textile men call 
"reused" wool. One of the great- 
est scandals of the Civil War was the 
fortunes made by selling "shoddy" to 
the Union Army for its uniforms. The 
Men of the Blue poked elbows and 
knees through the cloth in no time. 


"AU Wool" Fabrics Aie Not 


Necessarily Best 


As to the inclusion of fibers other 


than wool in a piece of goods, Mad- 
am Consumer will have to judge for 
herself whether that hurts the pro- 
duct. A light fall ensemble might 
be better with some cotton to light- 
en it. Or a woolen sheer might be 
far more glamorous with a touch of 
rayon to give it a sheen. Socks, too, 
often wear better if cotton or rayon 
are included in the woolen yarn. It's 
up to you. 


The Act, although backed by the 


wool growers, doesn't presume to say 
that "all wool" is always best. It 
merely clears up the matter of dif- 
ferent kinds of wool used, and gives 
the buyer the benefit of at least know- 
ing what he or she is getting. For 
fifteen years the act has been kick- 
ing around congress, and it took the

Faced

Scandinavian newsprint sources, 
southern publishers had long rec- 
ognized the need for a new pulp 
supply. But it took the dreams 
and the scientific genius of.., a 
slight, > quiet man, Dr. Charles 
Holmes 
Herty, 
to achieve it 


Herty, who devoted a lifetime to 
finding 
• new 
uses for 
• southern 


products, discovered slash pine 
was suitable for paper making.' 


With that discovery the founda- 


tions tor .the Lufkin "plant" were 
laid. But the job ahead was still 
pretty big."

On Jan. 1, 1937, southern pub- 


lishers,'having been convinced by 
Herty of the practicability of us- 
ing south.erh pine for, newsprint, 
met iri Dallas to.lay plans.for a 
'mill. More than 30,000 tons.of 
newsprint consumption per year 
was pledged at that meeting: Con- 
siderably more was pledged later. 


The' result was ground work for 


a company "and a few weeks later 
a capital stock of S10CKOOO - was 
raised. Simultaneously the coun- 
try felt the 193.7 "recession." 
THE project saw hard 'sledding 


from, that date. 
Twice the 


chairman of the southern publish- 
ers, newsprint 
committee an- 


nounced -he had declined an- offer 
of the FERA to finance a $5,000,- 
000 plant to attempt to alleviate 
unemployment in the south. It 
was refused because: the publish- 
ers in 1934 had supported a reso-; 
lution providing for a mill.. oper- 
ated and erected exclusively by 
private enterprise. 


Meanwhile, Ernest Lynn Kurth, 


who had ~ visualized a southern 
newsprint industry since 1928, R. 
W. Wortham, Jr., 'J. H. Kurth, Jr., 
Arthur Temple, Albert Newcombe 
and'others worked out new tac- 
tics. Late in '1937 Dr. Herty went 
to Washington, conferred 
with 


Jesse Jones, chairman of the RFC. 
•Approximately $1,500,000 was in 
sight as stockholder money, tirn- 
berlands adjacent to the plant'site 
at Lufkin were considered good 
collateral, said Herty. 


The RFC agreed, granted a loan 


of $3,'425,600 to be repaid over a 
period of ten years, Steps were 
taken to meet both the require- 
ments of the RFC and the. SEC. 
As soon after as possible building 
contracts were let and the Lufkin 
paper mill began to near reality. 


Ground was broken Jan. 14, 


1939, for the mill. The vast plant 
layout was completed early this 
year and production started. 


The mill as it now stands has a 


single unit for making newsprint. 
Approximately 120 tons of East 
.Texas pine—heretofore believed 
of little value—will be ground into 
pulp each day when the plant 
reaches capacity. This will be 
mixed with 30 tons of chemical 
pulp to add strength. 


The paper machine, weighing 


J700 tons, will turn out a sheet 
230 inches wide, can produce five 
carloads daily. 
Fifty 
thousand 


tons per year is the estimated pro- 
duction. 


At least 10,000,000 gallons of 


water daily are necessary for this 
output. Five wells supply that 
demand through a 24-inch main. 
THE plant is constructed 
to 


facilitate expansion. 
Officials 


visualize a three-machine opera- 
tion in three to five years, with 
the addition of a chemical pulp 
mill. 
The plant buildings are con- 


structed of reinforced concrete, 
brick and steel. The main build- 
ings are nearly 800 feet long and 
280 feet at their widest point. The 
paper machine building, largest 
of the group, is 70 feet wide and 
360 feet long. 


Pulpwood, cut into four-foot 


lengths, is trucked into the mill 
from nearby timberlands or by 
rail. By regulating the quantity 
of wood cut and delivered and 
maintaining a definite operation 
schedule, the oldest wood and best 
suited for newsprint is automati- 
cally milled first. 


At maximum speed the mill 


could turn out 400 miles of news- 
print per day; 60 days of con- 
tinuous production would manu- 
facture enough paper to encircle 
the globe at the equator with a 
sheet 18 feet wide. At that the 
annual production of this plant is 
less than one and one-half per 
cent of the consumption to the 
United States.

Lobby Lieutenants 


General credit for organization of 


the labor lobby goes lo four men—• 
John T. Jones, C I. O. legislative 


Thc strictly amateur character of the 


lobby was one of its strongest assets. 
There wasn't a lawyer in the bunch, 
and it didn't operate as lobbies us- 
ually do, with form letters and city 
slickers. Some of Ihe lobbyists were 
talked out of their positions on the 
first call on their congressman, but 
they came hack to headquarters, got 
new answers, and went back to out- 
talk even thc congressman. 


A New, Permanent Force 


When Ihe votes were counted, the

There are only three other activ- 


ities of a "fifth column" under any 
circumstances—sabotage, propaganda, 
and the closely related activity of 
preparation for occupation, With these 
we need not be concerned here. But 
let's take the points of espionage and 
sec how they fit into the picture 
presented by thc indictment at New 
York of the "greatesl spy ring" in 
U. S. history. 


As far back as 1936, say Hoover, 


Kennedy and the indictment, the re- 
cruiting of agents had started for this 
ring. The methods of "recruiting" are 
both subtle and brutal. Don't think 
for a minute that spies are just moved 
in from outside. That would be crude, 
because they could be easily spotted, 
and 
ineffective, because newcomers 


would not have access to information 
or the freedom to move about ;;s 
trusted members of the industry in 
which they are employed, or the com- 
munity in which they settle. 


Friendship a Fa/ctor 


The bases of recruiting agents are 


friendship or at least acquaintance 
with an individual who 
has 
been 


mixed up in this sort of thing bo- 
fore. According to Hoover, Frederick 
Joubert Rusquesnc might have been 
such a person. Hoover identified him 
as a 'professional spy" who was mixed 
up in World war espionage. 


Persons of known .sympathy lo a 


certain cause (but who havc nol open- 
ly indulged in aclivities against the 
nation in which they live) also are 
ripe for approach, especially if they 
are psychologically and economically 
adaptable. This includes thc foreign- 
born misfits who move on the fringe
